THE PRESIDENT'S HEALTH 


It Is now possible to discuss the matter of'the 


resident's health objectively. No personalities arc 
ivolved. "National Security" cannot be used as 
slogan to obscure thought and suppress discus- 
on. 


We must start with the ethics In the case. The 


resident's physician Is often an Army or a Navy 
fllcer. Mr. Roosevelt's was a naval officer, Vlce- 
dmiral Ro«s T. Mclntire, As a physician, he Is 
ound to keep the state of ills patient's health and 
tness secret if the patient so desires; as a naval 
fflcer, drawing a salary from the American people, 
e Is under obligation to protect the country and 
s people. Here Is a conflict In the realm of ethics 
i which, a determining law being wanting, one 
man's judgment and opinion is as good as another's. 
The President's physician may feel 
that 
he is 


thlcally bound to pursue his patient's wishes, but 
h* people have the right to know that their Presl- 
ent Is suffering from 
a cardiac ailment, that 


rterio-sclerosls Is endangering his life and slow- 
ng up his effectiveness, that he has had a throm- 
bosis which has affected his hearing and his speech. 


am not referring to any particular president; this 
t a hypothetical diagnosis, if you please. 


As regards Mr. Roosevelt, his physician, Vice- 


Admiral Ross T. Mclntire, reported on April •!, 


944, May M. 1944, June 8. 1944, October 12, 1944, 
hat the President's health was satisfactory. The 
October report was made prior to the Presiden- 
ial election, in the midst of the campaign and 
contains the phrase, "The President's health is 
perfectly O.K." 
But the President's photographs 


ndicatcd that his health was not O.K.; and in spite 
if his prolonged automobile trip through stormy 
veather in New York, his speech over the radio 
'rom the Waldorf Astoria that night caused con- 
sternation, particularly his curious spell of laugh- 
ng at wrong moments. It would appear that Mr. 
loosevelt's health had been failing for two years. 
Vice-Admiral ftlclnlire made two other reports, one 
on January 20, 1945, and the oilier on February 
^8 In which he said the President's health was fine. 


Now, 
there must be records concerning Mr. 


Roosevelt's health. There are undoubtedly cardio- 
grams, blood and urine analyses; X-rays of heart 
ind lungs, etc.—the normal records of a patient. 
There should be such records in Vice-Admiral Mc- 
Intlre'i office and in such hospitals as Mr. Roose- 
velt visited for treatment. 


I am not suggesting that these records be made 


niblic, but it would he n wise precaution that a 
loint committee of the Congress and the American 
Medical Association study the course of Mr. Roose- 
velt's illness and the suppression of the reports or 
the distortions of reports, if there were any. Nor 
do I accuse Dr. Mclntirc of wronc conduct; he is 
first of all a physician and has a right to follow the 
medical code of ethics. 


What-I do suggest Is that there ought to be a 


public policy of this subject and an Act of Con- 
Kress making it obligatory for the trutli of the 
President's health to be made known hy a respon- 
sible public officer charged with that duty. There 
ought to be no option in the matter at all. Any 
sensible person has a check-up at least once a year. 
Many corporations require their officers to under- 
go medical inspection at stated periods. The Army 
and Navy require it. Why not the President of the 
United States 7 
• 
It was impossible for Congress or the citizens 


to act as long as Mr. Roosevelt was President with- 
out involving a technical question in the person- 
alities of politics. Today, an objective approach is 
possible and whatever formula is accepted becomes 
a normal procedure of the White House. Certain- 
ly the obligation of a literally truthful statement 
concerning the health of the President ought not 
to be left to the private judgment of his physician! 
lor the President is not a private person and his 
life is not exclusively his own business. And no 
one who aspires to that office ought to insist upon 
» divorce of his private and public life. They arc 
identical In public opinion and in fact.

SCIATICA 


"The patient is usually a male between the ages 


of thirty and fifty. He has been laid off because of 
pain in the buttock, back of thigh, behind the knee. 
In the calf, outside side of leg and heel. The pain 
varies in intensity in these different parts of the 
body in different individuals. In the acute stages 
the patient remains in bed. Movement, coughing and 
straining aggravate the toothachey constant dis- 
comfort by even more severe stabs of pain. The pa- 
tient may have .noticed some tingling, pins and 
needles sensation.*, in the foot and some weakness 
of the muscles about the ankle. There will usually 
be. a history of previous attacks of stiff jiainfut 
back, often dating back to a back strain or injury. 
The patient is suffering with a severe sciatica." 


I am quoting Drs. K. G. McKcnzic and E. H. 


Botlcrcll in the Canadian Medical Journal as they 
thus describe the symptoms of a patient with a 
rtipturcd disk in the spinal column of lower back.
